,a?J YORK, June 25.—Piled high 


on the decks of -fourteen steamers, 
schooner* and sloops, twelve miles off 
Ambrose Lightship today are 210,000 
cases of rare Scotch liquor, rye, cham- 
paign, brandy, cognac and fine liquors, 
brought from the- West Indies ^nd Eu- 
rope to be smuggled Into the United 
States. 
. 
It is thirty miles from Broadway via 


water to the nearest booze ship but 
the speedy motor boats of the big in- 
ternational smuggling combines cover 
it In less than two hours. 


The stock of liquor now on the 


booze ships Is worth 16,300,000 at ship 
side prices and 116,800,000 to the boot- 
leggers on land. 


The inner workings and complete 


details of this gigantic new business 
were ascertained by the correspond- 
ent from personal observation and in- 
formation during a four day cruise 
aboard the armed coast guard cutter, 
Manhattan in pursuit of rum runners 
off New York. 


The figures are based on averages 


calculated by experts. The booze ca- 
pacity of each is known. The Bate of 
iti arrival with a full load is recorded. 


" The day of its departure, empty, is 


kept. From these It is accurately esti- 
mated how fast the rum vessels dis- 
pose of their wares. 


Officials of the coast guard keep a 


daily chart of the position of each ves- 
sel and are exerting every effort to 
wipe out the business. 
With armed 


boats manned by efficient officers and 
a trained crew they have succeeded in 
stopping major operations of the rum 
runners in the day light. But it would 
take the entire navy of the country to 
prevent smuggling at nighj. 
They 


have chased the liquor ships out to 
the twelTe-mlle limit. But they can go 
no further. 
During the four days wl halted and 


searched nearly a score of American 
boats, but no 
trace of liquor was 


found. They were either on their way 
to the fleet or had tossed their liquor 


• overboard as we neared them. Some 
of them were "innocent fishermen — 
innocent as the day is long but when 
nighU falls they move on the booze 
ships and cart their liquor ashore un-1 
der the cover of darkness. 
We discovered three rum runners 


loading. 
One was a luxurious boat 


with racing speed. It was drawn along- 
side the Norwegian steamer Bru. We 
fired 150 machine gun shots at It in a

chase but it outdis- 


tanced us and escaped toward New 
York.

Expedition of Tremendous Scientific 


Importance Will be Followed 


by the State Journal in 


Wireless Reports. 


WICASSET, Me , June 25. — An 


eighty-nine-foot schooner is bobbing 
northward today from the eastern 
coast of the United States. It is no 
larser than Columbus' caravel. But at 
its truck there there are four threads 
of wire. This is radio. It is the first 
wireless equipment to be taken into 
the Polar North. Thni the long Arctic 
night and thru the months ot unend- 
ing daylight that follow, eight men, 
stooping in the tiny forecastle, will 
bend over the equipment of that wire- 
less plant. They will send messages 
to the great world far below them on 
the rondure of the earth—news cf 
their discoveries and the 
day-by-day 


incidents of their lives; perhaps word 
of tragedies. Arid in the white silence 
they will listen for the murmur of 
mankind, brought to them by the mir- 
acle of wireless. They will strain over 
the tapping that brings word of great 
events in the affairs of the race; of 
little, but dearer, incident in the af- 
fairs of those they love. Men swathed 
in the furs of Arctic animals will 
gather for the sound of cabaret jaz 
and will chuckle among themselves at 
a joke in the bedtime story. 


The eighty-nine-foot vessel is the 


gghoner Bowdoin. Her skipper is Dr. 
Donald B. MacMillan, returning now 
to the Arctic where he has spent thir- 
teen of the last fifteen years.

Nerves an Untold Factor 


Along the roads 


and Brussels and 
and Mons, both of which 1 traversed 
in the wake Qf the 
German army, 


hundreds of isolated houses burned 
to the ground and dozens of smok- 
ing villages, testified to the thoroness 
of the German "reprisals." None will 
ever know how many of these deeds 
of violence were based upon an ac- 
tual attack and how many on nerves 
and imagination. To say that- no Bel- 
gian ever got his gun and took a shot 
at the invaders is to pay poor tribute 
to Belgian spirit. On the other hand 
as every soldier knows, guns are al- 
ways going off accidentally around 
an army. Doubtless many a German 
detatchment entered a silent, closed 
town the inhabitants cowering be- 
hind' 
closed 
shutters or 
staring 


dumbly froom the sidewalks. Out of 
a stillness broken only by the tramp 
of boots and hoofs, the crunching of 
wheels, would sound a shot. Along 
the line would run the shivering ex- 
clamation, 
"franc-tireurs!" 
Nerves 


would snap; there 
would follow a 


rush to the point where some imag- 
inative soldier believed that he had 
identified the sniper. Then would en- 
sue - little massacre. 
This combination of militaristic or- 


dersand overstrung nerves accounts 
doubtless for the 
larger massacres, 


such as thobe 
of Dinant, Aerscnot 


and Louvain. Of the Aerschot affair, 
1 know little first hand. The German 
general staff, who took the lead in 
abrogating that code of civilized war- 
fare now as dead as feudalism, raked 
up from savage precedent the custom 
of taking hostages, answering for the 
good behavior of a 
captured town.

Esiential Americanism. 


President Harding in his recent ad- 


dress before the National American 
council, whose purpose is to encour- 
age better 
American 
citizenship, 


urged the need of some commanding 
conception of Americanism. Some of 
the nation's institutions are still on 
trial, and the reconstruction 
period 


has left many confused 
as to just 


what America means. 
It is of the 


first importance, therefore, that citi- 
zens understand the underlying pur- 
poses and principles of the republic. 
A start is made by study of the pre- 
amble of the declaration of independ- 
ence, but further light is thrown on 
the problem by the constitution. 


An adequate conception, of 
what 


America stands for must be selective 
and 
discriminating. Some wrongly 


assume that it means direct democ- 
racy. 
Far better than this, it em- 


bodies 
representative 
government. 


Others assume that America means 
that all men are born equal in native 
gifts. 
A search of the constitution reveals 


that fsm^amental Americanism gath- 
ers about the following points: 


First—Liberty of person. No one is 


to be deprived of life or freedom of 
movement except by due process of 
law. No one is to be a slave or serf. 
It took some years to establish this, 
but the civil war settled it. No one 
is to be arrested or imprisoned with- 
out a warrant- 


Second—Security of property is 


guaranteed by the constitution. No oyei ami)C1=— — 
~ — 


one Is to be deprived of anything ne^once At Aerschot the Germans shot 
owns except by due process of law. 


Third—Freedom of belief and wor- 


ship, of speech and of the printed 
word. 
Fourth—Freedom from needless re- 


striction and tyrannies of the law or 
the majority. Personal affairs are to 
be interfered with only so far as is 
necessary for the common good. 


Fifth—Freedom 
from 
tyrannical 


public opinion. No one is to be per- 
secuted or ostracized because he acts 
or livei in a different way from that 
approved by the majority. 
It will be noted that these are guar- 


antee* of personal liberty and prop- 
erty so far as is in keeping with the 
general welfare. Many discount these 
great American values because they 
feel themselves slaves of 
economic 


necessity.

25.—Thomas F. 


Dawson, Colorado state historian died 
in the county hospital here today from 
injuries received in an automobile ac 
cident yesterday afternoon, bringing 
the total to three dead out of four 
passengers of the Denver Press club 
car. 


Dawson passed away suddenly 
a 


few minutes after he seemed to be 
past the critical stage. 


Donald Craig, Washington 
corres- 


spondent of the New York Herald, 
now remains the only survivor of the 
accident which occurred when an auto 
carrying a party of correspondents on 
an excursion trip in connection with 
President Harding's visit in Denver, 
plunged over a seventy-five foot cliff. 


Craig appeared greatly Improved to- 


day and it is believed he will recover. 


Sumner Curtis, 
representative of 


the republican national committee on 
President Harding's 
trip to Alaska, 


and T. C. French of Denver, driver 
of the car, died soon after the acci- 
dent. 
The party -was 
returning from a 


sight seeing trip 
in the mountains 


near Denver, arranged by the Denver 
Press club, when French lost control 
of the car. 
Authorities believe the 


steering gear jammed. 


The French car, second In the long 


string 
of 
automobiles, 
suddenly 


swerved from the road, tore thru a 
heavy steel cable fastened to concrete 
posts at the 
edge of the cliff and 


plunged over the embankment. 
The 


car turned over twice In the air, 
throwing all occupants 
clear, and 


landed right side up.

Open Shop by Union Men. 


A unique strike has been ordered 


by the united mine-workers of Amer- 
ica against the Coal River Collieries 
company. It is a "closed shop" strike 
against an "open shop" maintained by 
members of the union of the brother- 
hood of locomotive engineers. 
The 


company operates mines in eastern 


_ Kentucky. The chairman of its board 
i of directors is Warren S. Stone, chief 
of the brotherhood. The mines are 
not unionized, but are operated on the 
open shop plan, with both union and 
non-union employes. Other members 
of the brotherhood are associated 
with Mr. Stone in the property and 
its operation. 
v 
The union miners so employed are, 


or have been, entirely satisfied with 
their employment and wages. 
The 


open shop plan has worked admirably. 
There being no interference by of- 
ficials 
of 
the mine-workers, opera- 


; j tions have been up to the capacity of 
3 ! the car supply. Production has been 
2 larger per capita than is 
usual 
at 


unionized mines. 
No question 
of 


wages or working conditions Is 
in- 


volved. No one has been dissatisfied 
except united mlne.-workers' officials 
and agents who did not get their 
quota of the "check-off" proceeds such 
as is levied on the images of workers 
in unionized mines. So they ordered 
a strike. 


The public will watch developments 


with interest. It is not a trial of the 
open shop. That policy has proven it- 
self in this instance, as it has in prac- 
tically all other cases where it has 
been properly applied. It is to be a 
trial of the stamina of the brother- 
hood members to maintain their open 
shop mines against the pressure of 
the united mine-workers' very power- 
ful closed shop organization. 
Also, it 


will be interesting to hare from the 
brotherhood men an explanation of. 
the gratitude of insisting on a closed 
shop for their own organization 
In 


contrast with their practice 
of the 


open shop where their invested in- 
terests are involved.—Cincinnati Eo- 
quirer. 


A Sophistical Treatment. 


Governor Smith's treatment of the 


question as a whole was astonishing- 
ly superficial and sophistical: 


He apparently assumed that Judge 


Knox's recent decision annulling the 
medical clause of the 
Volstead act 


was final, mltho Judge Knox is a judge 
of an inferior federal court, and his 
decision will he reviewed by the su- 
preme court of the United States.

It sometimes happens that there as

If leakage exists the removal 
of the head will show black streaks 
at the points where the charge has 
been getting between the gasket and 
the machined surface.

do not permit the gasket to seat 
properly. 


The cylinder bolts or studs are fre-

Do We Love Education? 


The importance of the present posi- 


tion of higher education in American 
life is due in large measure to the 
valiant struggle waged by the univer- 
sity presidents of the two past genera- 
tions 
In spite of all statements to 


the contrary, and 
the existence 


huge endowments for education, the 
American folk do not really love edu- 
cation. They are not really a culture- 
loving people. Their Puritan inherit- 
ance starved out their love of the 
arts, and It is only with the new gen- 
eration and the large influx of music- 
.loving foreigners that the arts have 
again been restored to something ap- 
proximating their place in European 
culture. The great material prosperity 
of the country, and the unmet demand 
or labor have lowered the value of 
raining in the mind of those who 
.ound their untrained services sought 
at a premium greater than that given 
to the trained mind. The condition 
of the rural public school teacher in 
the United States as compared with 
.he rural teacher of New Zealand jus- 
ifies the assumption that the Ameri- 
can farmer does not really want edu- 
cation for his children, or at least is 
not willing to pay for it, and takes lit- 
tle interest in such education as they 
receive.—Yale Review.

No he was crushed in the shaft of an elevator which 
he had been operating for several years.

play a fighter any scurvier trick than to bring him 
safely thru all that this man passed and then ended 
his life that way! 


Every now and then when I pass along the streets 


I hear a typewriter pattering away in some house 
Now 1 have a typewriter at my office and one at home, 
and I use them to the extent of about 4,000 words a 
day. Therefore, -when I hear one being tapped at some 
private home, I immediately start to wondering if 
somebody is practicing up for my job. Does it repre- 
sent some ambitious young man or young woman pre- 
paring to assault some magazine editor with a literary 
offering?
